House Probe Of Foundations 
Brings Reece-Hays Dispute

WASHINGTON 'JP — The House 
investigation of tax-exempt founda­ 
tions isn’t lik ely to tak e the tele­ 
vision play away from the Senate 
hearings on the McCarth^-Army 
r<jw but it’s a hot potato all by 
itself. 
Prim e mover in this investigation 
Is Hep. B. Carroll Reece < R-Tenn), 
who was Southern manager for the 
late Sen. Robert A. Taft’s cam ­ 
paign for the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination in 19 52. One of the 
Democrats on Reece’s committee. 
Rep. Way ne L. Hay s of Ohio, was 
against this investigation before it 
started and has been critical ever 
since 
Although Reece said in a couple 
of speeches in 19 53 that the ma­ 
jority of foundation- — the biggest 
ate Ford and Rock efeller — are 
honestly run, he said he is suspi­ 
cious of some of them. 
Among the suspects, he said. 
'Ties the story of how communism 
and socialism are financed in the 
United States.” He made no dis­ 
tinction between them. He said 
communism is socialism’s brand 
name. 
He complained too many founda­ 
tion grants in education were for 
the “ propagation of the so-called 
liberal viewpoint” or openly com­ 
munistic viewpoints while the con­ 
servative view was being over­ 
look ed. 


Therein lay the 
“nubbin” of 
Reece's desire for the investiga­ 
tion, said Rep. Jacob Javits <R- 
Lib-NY). Last July 27 Reece plead­ 
ed with the House to set up a 
special committee to look into 
foundations. It did. 
Reece was made chairman. His 
committee has three Republicans 
and two Democrats. Between last 
July and mid-May , when public 
hearings 
started, 
Reece’s 
staff 
gathered material for the inquiry , 
i 
In his July speech Reece cock ed 
a critical ey e on the Ford Founda­ 
tion, set up by the heirs of Henry 
Ford. He was especially incensed 
that it had granted 15 million dol­ 
lars for a study of civil liberties 
and the way congressional com­ 
mittees conduct investigations. 
This money was to be handled 
by an organization called the Fund 
for the Republic. A few day s after 
Reece attack ed the fund. Rep G if­ 
ford P. Case (R-NJ) resigned from 
Congress to be its president. 
Pecently Case resigned from the 
fund to run for the Senate in New 
Jersey . He is being succeeded by 
Robert M. Hutchins, former chan- 
. celor of the University of Chicago. 
Hutchins several y ears ago be­ 
came associate director of the 
Ford Foundation. 
Reece, apparently , doesn’t lik e 
Hutchins any more than he lik es 
the Fund for the Republic. Under
